The UTMB Livestock Judg¬ 
ing Team will compete in the 
annual Southeastern Intercol¬ 
legiate Livestock Judging Con¬ 
test at Louisiana State Univer¬ 
sity April 21, 22 and 23. 

All the outstanding univer¬ 
sities of the Southeast will 
compete in the contest which 
is considered one of the best 
in the nation. 

A live animal-carcass evalu 
ation phase will be included 
in the contest for the first 
time. In this phase live ani¬ 
mals are graded and carcass 
yields estimated as to dressing 
percentage, muscling and qua¬ 
lity. The second day the chill¬ 
ed carcasses will be evaluated 
as to grade, quality and 
amount of muscling. The third 
day other classes of beef, 
swine and sheep will be judg¬ 
ed according to type. An 
awards banquet will follow. 

The UTMB team plans to 
leave April 19 and will study 
animals from some outstand¬ 
ing herds including those at 
Mississippi State on their way 
to LSU.

The establishment of frater¬ 
nities and sororities on the 
campus of UTMB has been ap¬ 
proved by the executive com¬ 
mittee of the Board of Trus¬ 
tees of the University of Ten-1 
nessee. Dean Paul Meek said 
yesterday. 

They have also set up poli¬ 
cies and rules under which 
these fraternities and sorori 
ties may organize and operate. 

The board and the adminis¬ 
trative council of the Universi¬ 
ty now await the preparation 
of the Phi Sigma Kappa's peti¬ 
tion meeting the requirements 
which have been established. 

Dean Meek said that the es¬ 
tablishment of a fraternity or 
sorority is a long, complicated 
process that requires much 
time. He believes that much 
thought and preparation 
should forgo the movement to¬ 
ward anything definite. He 
stated that there need not be 
any urgency toward any hasty 
establishments of either and 
especially sororities since the 
enrollment of the girls is only 
approximately 300 compared 
to 700 boys. 

The organization of the Phi 
Sigma Kappa has been planned 
and worked toward since the 
fall of 1957, said Dean Meek. 
This fraternity will be the first 
on this campus to qualify and 
identify itself with a national 
fraternity. 

National 
counsel to local fraternities. 
Dean Meek said local fratemi-1 
ties would have to meet the 
standards of the national org-' 
anizations to be up to par be- 
lore they are recognized as 
fraternities. 

Dean Meek says that the es¬ 
tablishment of fraternities and I 
sororities will eventually lead j 
to fraternity and sorority hous¬ 


es He stated that places that 
could be used for these hous¬ 
es are being studied and disig- 
nated in the future campus 
plan. 

Only about 25 percent of 
college students are usually 
identified with fraternities or 
sororities, Dean Meek conclud¬ 
ed. The academic record has 
to meet a standard, and it also 
has to meet the college gradu¬ 
ation requirements before a 
person is accepted in either.

Head Hunting, In Library Is Fun 


Whether you’d like to know 
why a specific tribe of head¬ 
hunters in Africa doesn’t care 
for redheads or even who is 
buried in Grant's tomb, you 
can most likely find the ans¬ 
wer in our very own UTMB lib¬ 
rary. 

Of course, you may have to 
do some real searching and 
will probably uncover some 
dusty volumes that appear not 
to have been used in centuries, 
but the answer is there just 
waiting for you to find it. 

Anytime you are in search 
of some sort of information 
such as the examples given 
above or even enough infor¬ 
mation to write one of those 
long, long, research papers, 
there are certain guide-posts 
in the library, as well as in 
any other library which will 
help you in finding informa¬ 
tion. 

Probably the most helpful 
and most popular guide-post 
t othe student is the card cata¬ 
log. The card catalog is just 
what its name says it is. It is 
a catalog of cards with each 
card containing information to 
help you find a specific book. 
Books on a certain subject may 
be of course easily found if 
you know the title or the auth¬ 
or which is listed in alphabet!

cal order. If neither of these 
are known you can take your 
subject and look in the prop¬ 
er place for a card telling 
where to find a book on that 
subject. 

For example if your subject 
should be Headhunters, you 
could look under the H's for 
headhunters and for hunters. 
If you find nothing there you 
might try looking under A for 
Africa. You should find a 
card in one of these places 
that would lead you to an ap¬ 
propriate book. 

By helping you find the 
book, the card would have a 
call number on the top, left- 
hand corner of the card. This 
number should be matched 
with the number on that book 
back in the stacks. 

Now if the books you find 
don't seem to give you en¬ 
ough or the right kind of infor¬ 
mation there is another impor¬ 
tant guide-post to help you. 
This is the Reader’s Guide 
which is an index to the per¬ 
iodicals which are found in 
bound volumes up on the sec¬ 
ond floor of the library. 

Again you could look under 
the author or title of a maga¬ 
zine article that you want to 
find if you know that much. 
Of course, you could look und¬ 


er the subject on which you 
wish to find some information. 
In these places y o u should 
find the title and author of 
the article, the name of the 
magazine, the volume, page 
number, and the month and 
year in w hich it was published. 
With this information, you 
should be able to find the ex¬ 
act article in the stacks up¬ 
stairs. 

If you get lost or run up 
against a huge barricade in 
your search, the one thing for 
you to do is to go up to the 
desk in the Library and ask 
for help. The librarian assis¬ 
tants are readily willing to 
help you all they can. 

Aside from books and mag¬ 
azines, there are other sour¬ 
ces where you can find a lim¬ 
ited amount of information. 
Some of these are encyclope¬ 
dias, dictionaries, Facts on 
File, Who’s Who’s, Agriculture 
and Education Indexes, and 
just loads of reference books. 

Next time you have a huge 
question that not even your 
roommate can answer, or you 
need to do some research, try 
the Library. It’s a cinch you’ll 
find something helpful if you 
look in the right place. Hap¬ 
py hunting!!

war criminals to help them 
escape the country. The Cub¬ 
ans were able to establish that 
the plane was from a private 
Miami air base, and in the 
plane they found aerial maps 
on which they claim were 
marked recently burned sugar 
fields. 

What will be the final out¬ 
come? What line of diploma 
cy should our government fol¬ 
low? These are two of the 
main questions. 

Many Cubans seem to think 
we'll attempt to send Marines 
to their island and force our 
will upon them. But of course 
this is probably the most re¬ 
mote of all solutions unless 
things happen to make it com¬ 
pulsory in the future. Instead 
we have to ignore as much as 
possible the Cuban insults. 
For as others have said, “all 
South American is watching 
to see how we act with Cuba”. 
It certainly would be a blund¬ 
er at this time for us to use 
a show of force on Cuba. 

But with this alternative 
out, what can we do? Well 
first, we must attempt to see 
why the Cubans have turned 
from us. Of course there are 
probably a number of reas¬ 
ons, but one of the most prom¬ 
inent is probably the fact that 
the Cubans feel that we, Amer¬ 
ica, have held them back. It 
sometimes is easy to have con¬ 
tempt for those who seem to 
give us charity and this is the 
way many Cubans have come 
to feel. They feel, that with 
us out of their way, they will 
be able to run their own re¬ 
fineries, and factories. It is 
only natural for men to want 
opportunity, and sadly enough, 
many Cubans feel that Ameri¬ 
ca has cut down on the oppor¬ 
tunities available to the aver¬ 
age Cuban man. 

In view of this fact, our 
country’s best policy at this 
time seems to be to maintain 
our present course. Work for 
ebtter relations, and show the 
rest of the world that we can 
settle our problems, not like 
the Russians did in Hungary, 
but in a peaceable and diplo¬ 
matic manner. 
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Cheating Just Won't Do 

The father of our country—if he’s still keeping 
in touch with his “children”—no doubt is wondering 
if they’ve completely disregarded the example he 
set with his now legendary honesty. If he’s wit¬ 
nessed the current trend of apathy toward all forms 
of dishonesty which is prevalent even at UTMB, 
he s no doubt been pretty saddened and shocked by 
it. 

Seeing the amount of cheating which goes on 
among the students of the country—or let’s keep 
it local for application's sake—which goes on among 
UTMB students, is probably enough to make him 
shudder in fear for the welfare of the organizations 
and public offices these same people will some day 
fill. 

Then, as if the cheating weren’t enough to com¬ 
pletely distract the old gentleman, we now sadly 
admit to having had robberies committed by our 
own students. They’ve already been punished, with 
possibly worse to come, but what’s happened to our 
code of living that adherence to relying on honest 
methods at work or play is no longer widespread— 
or has it really always been this way, as many will 
tell us? 

A writer for LOOK had this to say following a 
survey conducted by the magazine on the “mood of 
America:” 

“.A new American code of ethics seems to 

be evolving. Its terms are seldom stated in so many 
words, but it adds up to this: Whatever you do is 
all right if it’s legal or if you disapprove of the law. 
It’s all right if it doesn’t hurt anybody. And it’s all 
right if it’s part of accepted business practice.” 

Are we allowing ourselves to become tolerant of 
dishonesty and immorality to the detriment of all 
that has been a part of our heritage and maybe 
even worse—to the detriment of our own individual 
worth.
